Police Also Unable to Pro- 
gress in Inquiry Into Slay- 
ing of Butcher and Son by 
Holdup Men.

Two were automobile fatalitics 
in which the drivers feloniously fled. 

No progress whatever has been 
made in the case of Philip Accardi, 
who died Jan. 31 at city hospital 
from bullet wounds inflicted the 
night before when he and his broth- 
ers and a brother-in-law were fired 
upon from ambush when they were 
boarding a street car at Ninth and 
Biddel streets. The relatives also 
were wounded, but recovered. 

Philip Accardi was to have been 
married to Miss Frances Castelli of 
1125A North Ninth street, and he 
and his companions were returning 
from a celebration at the Castell! 
home at the time of the shootins. 
When the police learned that Miss 
Castelli’s father previously had ob- 


jected to the proposed marriage, they 


arrested him on suspicion. 

Taken to City Hospital before Ac- 
cardi’s death to see if the latter could 
identify him as his assailant, the tw» 
men embraced each other and agreod 
that Castelli not only had nothing to 
do with the shooting, but that the 
wedding should proceed if Accardi 
recovered. 

Miss Castelli said that Accardi had 
no rivals, so the police, in the ab- 
sence of a motive for the crime, 
abandoned the investigation. 


“Identification” Discounted. 


Although a drug addict was “iden- 
tified” as one of two men who shot 
and killed Sam Sokolik and his so», 
Julius, in their kosher meat shop, 
1118 Biddle street, the night of Jan. 
19, the police entertain no hope cf 
a conviction’ on account of the cir- 
cumstances under which the “iden- 
tification” was made. 

The suspect was led into Detective 
Chief Hoagiand’s office, extremely 
nervous from having been deprived 
of narcotic stimulant, and Mrs. So- 
kolik became hysterical at eight of 
him. “Take him away,” she cried, 
falling from her chair. ‘“He’s one 
of them.,”’ 

The Sokoliks were shot after one 
of the men had ordered the elder 
Sokolik to put up his hands. The 
slaying was wanton, as neither of 
the butchers was armed, and they 
made no attempt to resist the sup- 
posed robbers. 

The body of John Morrison, a 
chauffeur for the Diamond Cab Co., 
was found the night of Jan. 5 in the 
street in front of 2507 Cass avenue, 
beside his stalled taxicab. His neck, 
skull and jaw had been fractured, 
and in the dust on his clothes was 
the mark of an automobile tire, as 
if an automobile had passed over his 
body.

SOUTHERN PINE INQUIRY SHOWS 
8 AND 9 PER CENT PROHT 


Report on 1917 and 1918 Business 
of 1438 Companics Submitted 
to Congress. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Profits 
reported by 143 representative com- 
panies in the Southern. pine lumber 
industry averaged 9 per gent on in- 
vestment in 1917 and 8.5 per cent 
in 1918, it is shown in a report sub- 
mitted to Congress today by the 
Federal Trade Commission. The 
report was based on information 
which the commission was directed 
by the President to obtain for use 
of its War Industries Board in its 
investigation of lumber prices dur- 
ing those years. 

Revision of the returns made by 
the companies by elimination of 
stumpage appreciation from invest- 
ments cut earnings to 12 per cent 
in 1917 and 11 per cent in 1918. 
The commission stated that even 
after this revision the production 
costs were inflated in many instances 
by including the expenses of tur- 
pentine and. box production and 
other enterprises which should have 
been omitted. 

A wide range in the earning rates 
was reperted for both years, mount- 
ing from a loss of 8 per cent to a 
profit of 52 per cent in 1917, and 
from a loss of 13 per cent to a 
profit of 62 per cent in 1918. 

The returns were said to show 
that generally the higher profits 
were made by companies owning the 


owing to the smaller investment. 

Based on returns from 205 com- 
panies, producing about 55 per cent 
of the total output of Southern pine, 
the report showed an average “sales 
cost” of $16.78 per 1000 feet in 
1917 and $22.44 in 1918, against an 
average sales realization of $20.77 
in 1917 and $26.65 in 1918.

PLEAS FOR MORE ROAD 
MILEAGE REJECTED 


House Highway Committee 
Votes to Retain System as 
Enacted in 1921. 


By .a Staff ‘Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, #eb. 8.—The 
chamber of the House of Represen- 
tatives was heavily scented with 
“pork barrel” atmosphere yesterday 
afternoon as the House committee 
on highways listened to demands 
from 383 counties that 490 miles of 


road be added to the State system 
which already has been stretched to 
7640 miles. Most of the demands, 
which, if granted, would entail a con- 
struction expense in excess of $65,- 
000,000 according to engineers, 
came from members of the House. 

The Highway Committee, how- 
ever, stood firm, voting in an execu- 
tive session last night to reject all of 
the demands and retain the road 
designations as they stand. Whether 
the men who are seeking to get 
slices of additional mileage will be 
able to muster votes enough to over- 
ride the committee is doubted. The 
committee divided 11 to eight in re- 
jecting all of the mileage increase 
proposals. 

“I only ask for seven miles and I 
hope to God I get it,” prayerfully 
sighed one Representative who sat 
close to the committee all afternoon 
and bantered the successive appli- 
cants for miles and more miles for 
their counties. This was typical of 
one class of applicants.” 

Some of the Pleas. 

“T’m like the balance, I’m asking 
for a little extension,” announced 
Representative Galloway of Howell 
County as he arose to docket a plea 
for 26 miles of road. 

“We feel that we haven't got our 
share,” explained Representative Job 
of Nodaway as he put in his bid for 
265 miles more for that county. Se:- 
ator Lefavor, who lives at Parnell in 
the same county, backed Job up with 
the explanation that during the ‘rush 
and scramble of parcelling out the 
mileage when the Legislature desig- 
nated the routes of the state system 
in 1921 ‘‘to accommodate other peo- 
ple I left my own road out,” and so 
it went. 

All of the persons who appeared 
before the committee desired to have 
section 29 of the centennial road law 
enacted in 1921, amended. This sec- 
tion ig the one in which is designated 
the specific routes in the various 
counties which are to compose the 
secondary highway system of the 
state. Two-thirds of the $60,000,009 
bond issue money plus such Federal 
aid and local money as shall be avail- 
able, is to be spent upon the roads of 
this system, which are to be “prop- 
ferly bound gravel’ or better as to 
surface. 

Some Necessary ts. 

Three or four of the amendments 
proposed are regarded as necessary. 
Some of them shorten routes, others 
correct defective language, which 
crept in during the rush of the final 
hours of the fikht over the compro- 
mise bill in 1921.

JEFFERSON CITY. Feb. 8.—The 
attempt by Democratic organization 
political interests in St. Louis. to 
wreck provisions of the St. Louis 
election laws which were inserted by 
the Legislature two years 2g0 to 
make fraud by designing politicians 
more difficult progressed a step yes- 
terday when the Municipal Corpora- 
tions Committee of the House voted 
to report favorably a bill by Repre- 
sentative James L. Wren Jr. of St. 
Louis to return to the old method of 
selecting judges and clerks of elec- 
tion, which political bosses found 


perfectly adapted to fraudulent prac- 
tice. 

Two other bills, introduced by 
Representative Chase, one to repeal 
the law permitting the Board of 
Election Commissioners to appoint 
Deputy Commissioners to be on 
guard against fraud, and one to re- 
peal the lodging house provision 
which was designed to prevent pad- 
ded registration lists, are in a better 
position from the standpoint of the 
public interest. They are in the 
House Committee on Civil and Crim- 
inal Procedure, where it is probable 
they will remain until the end of the 
session unless they are reported ad- 
versely, though the scheming politi- 
cal interests believed they had them 
in an advantageous position. 

Not Assigned as Usual. 

There is no reason why Speaker 
Hunter should have sent the Wren 
bill to the Municipal Corporations 
Committee or the Chase bills to the 
Civil and Criminal Procedure Com- 
mittee. All should have gone to the 
Elections Committee. The Municipal 
Corporations Committee is controlled 
by St. Louls and Kansas City inem- 
bers, who usually work together, and 
Chase is vice chairman of the Civil 
and Criminal Procedure Committee. 

Hunter, when questioned as to his 
reasons for the assignments, said he 
was unable to say why he had sent 
the bills to the particular committees 
except that in the rush of the early 
days of the session he did not have 
time to read the bills carefully, and 
that he might have gained the liin- 
pression that the Wren bill, which 
concerns elections only in cities hav- 
ing more than 100,000 population, 
should go to the Municipal Corpora- 
tions Committee. He said he 30uld 
not recall that either Wren or Chase 
had asked that the bills be sent to 
the committees to which they were 
assigned. 

The advantage which Chase might 
have gained from his position as vice 
chairman of the committee to which 
his billa went would lie in the fact

that if the chairman, Representative | 


Maxey of Bates County, should be 
absent, he would preside. The pre- 
siding officer of a committee has 
large powers if he seeks to exercise 
them, and in the past it not fre- 
quently has happened that a chair- 
man haa féported out bills without 
committee action on them. 
Chase Bille Laid Over. 

At a meeting of the committee 
yesterdaf Maxey asked Chase if ho 
desired to take up the bills, and 
Chase replied that he wanted them 
laid over to some future meeting. 

Maxey attends very closely to his 
legislative duties and it is not prob- 
able that he ever will be absent from 
a committee meeting. The commit-. 
tee ia an usually strong one, and it is 
not probable the bills will be report- 
ed favorably. 

One of the Chase bills, House bill 
182, seeks to repeal section 4 of the 
registration law, known @¢s the pure 
registration law, enacted in 1921. 
This section gives to the Board of 
Election Commissioners power to se- 
lect such number of deputy commis- 
sioners aa it deems necessary to visit 
polling places and report acts of 
fraud and irregularity. Under that 
section a deputy commissiouer could 
be chosen to replace a judge or clerk 
of election who was absent or who 
was removed or disqualified. 

Nature of Second Biik 

The other Chase bill, House bill 
188, seeks to repeal section 19 of the 
same law. This section requires ho- 
tel, lodging house and  bathhouss 
proprietors to make a sworn state- 
ment to the commissioners from 
three to five days before each : egis- 
tration and from three to five days 
before each election, giving the 
name of-each resident of his house, 
the number of his room, bed or co*, 
the period of his continuous resi- 
dence, and the period for which he 
had engaged “lodging. * Failure .

CURZON’S OBSTINACY AT LAUSANNE. 

The Lausanne conference has definitely fafled, it 
seems, and the future of the Near East is again 
plunged into doubt, with no hope of anything better 
than a patched-up peace that may avert a resumption 
of hostilities. While neither side is wholly guiltless, 
the blame rests largely upon the allies, and more par- 
ticularly upon the British representative. In the 
words of the London Daily Mail, “Lord Curzon hag- 
gled, bickered, hectored and domineered, and through 
his lack of judgment wasted Great Britain's best op- 
portunity to bring peace in the Near Hast.” Of all the 
delegates, he was the least conciliatory; of all the 
conferees he resorted more to concussion and less to 
discussion. 

Important concessions were made by the Turks. 
These included the demilitarization of the straits, 
withdrawal of the Turkish claim to garrison Gallipoli, 
acceptance of the allied boundary proposals on the 
west, surrender of the Karagatch railway center and 
strategic point and an offer to arbitrate the Mosul 
dispute. The split came over the economic and finan- 
cial clauses proposed by the allies. The precise na- 
ture of these proposals is still shrouded in diplomatic 
darkness, but people who know how largely the 
schemes of western banks and exploiting corporations 
enter into such conferences will make shrewd guesses. 
So far as oil is concerned, the cat has been out of the 
bag for weeks. ‘ 

A striking evidence of the Turks’ sincerity was 
Ismet’s offer to sign a treaty embracing those pro- 
posals on which agreement had been reached—clauses 
covering 80 per cent of all the questions at issue. 
Curzon's response to this reasonable proposal was to 
pack his luggage. Thus, when he might have got a 
permanent settlement of a large number of disturb- 
ing problems, including that of the straits, he chose to 
take nothing. If this was obstinacy, it was unpardon- 
able; if it was an attempt to bluff, it failed, and hence 
was the more reprehensible.

Half-fruths. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
COMMUNICATION, “Full of 
Doubts and Fears,” which ap- 
peared in your columns Friday, 

is calculated to do much harm by 
the statement of half-truths and in- 
sinuations. First, it seeks to array 
the small taxpayer against the ‘ Dig 
men” of the city; that is, its lead- 
ers in business, industry, morals and 
religion, who are supporting the pro- 
posed bond issue to a man. Why? 
For the same reason that makes 
them leaders; that is, because -hey 
have vision, brains and courage. To 
impugn their judgment simply be- 
cause they are successful is dem.- 
gogic and unwise. 

Second, the statement is made 
that passage of the bond issue w’'ll 
increase rents. The president of the 
Real Estate Exchange, Mr. McCaw- 
ley, has shown that such is not the 
case, but that, on the contrary, reats 
will surely be raised if the bonds are 
not voted, because of the greatly in- 
creased special taxes that will be re- 
quired to pay for improvements like 
the River des Peres and other sew- 
ers, as well as other improvemen‘s, 
which must be paid for by special 
taxes or from current revenue, :f the 
bonds are not’ voted. 

Third, it is falsely assumed tat 
the $88,000,000 bonds are to 35e is- 
sued immediately and the gity's {u- 
debtedness increased that much “at 
a whack.” It has been shown re- 
peatedly that 10 years will be roa- 
quired before the last of the bonds 
can be issued, and W. Frank Carter 
estimates not more than one-ha'f 
of the total amount will be outstaad- 
ing at any time. Furthermore, the 
increased value created by the im- 
provements will more than take ca.e 
of the bonds, both principal and in- 
terest. This has been the experience 
of other cities, and it will prove true 
in St. pouls. M. M.

ISION, enthusiasm and human- 
ity are the guiding influences 
which impel a man to favor a 

bond issue now being considered by 
the voters of the City of St. Louis. 
Very little encouragement can be ex- 
pected from those whd have little 
vision of the future development of 
the city of St. Louis, or who have lit- 
tle enthusiasm or pride in that de- 
velopment, or who are not familiar 
with the humanitarian requirements 
of the city. However, it is no more 
than fair that such citizens, if they 
have the interest of the city at heart, 
should defer to those who have vis- 
ion and enthusiasm, and who are fn- 
miliar with the need of increasing 
the facilities for the relief of the af- 
flicted. 

It often happens that opposition 
to a measure for the good of the 
community arises from unfamiliar- 
ity with the projects submitted, and 
also because all citizens have not 
vision, enthusiasm and understand- 
ing of the humanitarian necessities. 

Let us, therefore, ask those who 
oppose any or all of the propositions 
to consider the matter from these 
aspects, to submit their own opinions 
to these tests and to play the part of 
good citizens by yielding their own 
views to those who can see ahead. 
who have highly developed optimism 
and who believe in increased ex- 
penditures for the city’s wards. If 
this is done, opposition which arises 
from minor criticism and disaffec- 
tion, founded or unfounded, and 
from the slight increase in taxes, 
will fall away and a greater good 
for the community will be made pos- 
sible by a favorable ballot on the 
questions at issue.

Two Mors Years May See the 
Last of One Time Mystery- 
Men of the Mound.

The “spitball” pitcher will soon be 
one with tthe plesiosaurus and the 
pterodactyl. He is disappearfig 
from the ranks of the major league 
clubs rapidly, and soon will be ex- 
tinct. When the 1923 season rolls 
around there will be only nine moist 
ball heavers with the clubs in the big 
tent. This is a decrease of eight in 
the past two years, or an average of 
four dropping out each year. 

At this rate, there will be no more 
spitballers, in the major leagues in 
three years. # 

When in 1921 the major league 
owners at a joint session legislated 
against all ‘freak’ deliveries, they 
decided to allow al] those at that 
time using the “spitter’’ to continue 
during their career. Under this rule 
17 weer listed. Nine of these were 
in the A. L. and eight in the Na- 
tional. Five remain in the Johnson 
circuit and a quartet in the Heydler 
organization. 

‘hree of the’ spitball pitchers 
drawing salaries from clubs in the 
Ban Johnson league are regarded 
among the best pitchers in the cir- 
cuit.

HERE are two kinds of busineds 

women—the kind that by her 

manner and interest draws peo- 
ple to the concern in which she is 
working, and the other is she who is 
careless and indifferent about creat- 
ing the right. impression so as to 
hold the customers. 

An example of 
this occurred 
only a few days 
ago, when I pur- 
chased a dress 
that had to be 
fitted. I had a 
tentative ap- 
pointment for 
the fitting, and 
telephoned to 
make a definite 
time. 

The person who answered the tele- 
phone without any hesitation stated 
that it would be impossible to give 
me a fitting at the time I requested, 
or any other time during the entire 
day. And the tone of voice that ac- 
companied this assertion was suffi- 
ciently aggressive and ill-mannered 
to urge me to throw up the whole 
propesition; which I promptly sug- 
gested, since I had been told I could 
be fitted some time during that day. 

I felt that now that they had my 
Gieposit the situation seemed to be 
different, and when I gave this ulti- 
matum, the same hasty voice over 
the phone said, “I don’t think there 
is any use, but I will speak to the 
fitter.” 

Whereupon the fitter, whom I 
will call Miss Smith, came to the tel- 
ephone and in a quiet, sympathetic 
voice said she was sorry, but they 
had a very crowded day, as it hap- 
pened, but she would “do the very 
best I can;” that if I came in I might 
have to wait a few minutes between 
fittings, but she would try her ut- 
most to “get you in,” which she did.. 

And when I saw her again she was 
very courteous and anxious to do 
what she could to satisfy. I found 
she was intensely interested in the 
firm—so much so that she opens the 
doors in the morning and goes away 
out in Long Island at night. 

There is the difference between the 
two business women. The one repels, 
the other attracts. I learned after- 
wards that the person who answered 
the telephone was the clerk or the 
bookkeeper, but that does not ex- 
ecuse her. She is working for that 
shop just as is Miss Smith. She is 
there to give the best that is in her. 
And after all her job and the job of 
everybody else depends upon the sat- 
ised customer. 

It would have been just as easy for 
her to say to me what the fitter did 


ter to try to get me in before she an- 
swered me on the telephone. 

I am confident if I suggested such 
a thing to her she would say that 
“That is not my business! I am only 
the bookkeeper or the clerk.” to 
which I would answer, “And that is 
what you will likely always be.” 
For very often the seemingly ob- 


is called to do better 
things because he or she has shown 
an interest in the Susiness some- 
where along the line to make it big- 
ger and better. and therefore such 
services are valuable to the enter- 
prise. 

It is also worth while to note in 
passing that, above all, telephone 
talk as between the customer and 
patron is of great importance. The 
voice of sympathy and interest and 
appreciation, to say nothing of cour- 
tesy, holds the customer to the firm 
that employs such people. And even 
theugh you have to refuse a patron 
something it can be done in such a 
nice way that the patronage is held 
just the same. Customers @s a gen- 
eral proposition are not unr«ason- 
able, and even if they are it adds to 
the trouble when the business woman 
isn unreasonable. 

Some great merchant has said that 
big business is built on the principle 
that “the customer is always right.” 
And the theory ts that, paradoxical- 
ly, even when the customer is wrong 
he should be treated as though he is 
right.
